Tbe greatest anxiety was ehown at tbe 


oayy department for newt of the block- 
ading iqnadron.

The President issued a proclamation 
during the day, laying down rules as ti 
the seizure of prizes, and the result, i 
is believed, will bo the release of eonu 
of the ehlps already captured, though i 
will be for the prize courts to determine 
in each case whether the indication 
under which the ships were captured 
are atich aa to warrant release.

Buena Ventura, the first of the list o 
prizes, will he declared no prize. Th 
case of the Panama, whoeo seizure wa 
reported today, ia more complicated 
owing to the fact that while otherwis 
exempt, the atrip was reported to havi 
contained supplies for the Spanish arm: 
on the island of Cuba, w.hich are con 
traband. However, it may he said tha 
while the settlement of these question 
will be left to tbe courts, the adminiE 
tration believes tbe greatest liberaiit 
should be shown in the application o 
tbe laws where a vessel is not contra 
band or attempting to run the blockad 
la the liberal terms of tho proclamatio 
iteelf, by which the prize courts muet b 
guided. 
It ia noted also that the admiaistra 


tion has not been debarred by congres 
from again formally pledging itself t 
tbe nations of the world to refrain from 
privateering and to abide by tbe declara 
tion of Paris of 1856.

at Santa Cruz. 


Seven Men Killed and Four 


Injured. 


Suspicions of Spanish Agency 


Prove To Be Unfounded— 


The Plant Uninjured. 


SASTA CBOX, April 26.—Throo ex- 


ploeione about 5.15 this afternoon., at 
tlio California Powder works, caused 
ft trrefttor loss of life than any o! the 
previous accidents in the history ol 
these works. Wildest rumors are prev- 
alent reeardiuK the number of killed 
and injured, the exact number of which 
CBouot bo ascertained before morning. 
It is known that seven were killed and 
four seriously injared, as follows: 


Killed: Edward Gillernn,brick maaon 


at work on foundation for the mill. 


J. Miller, foreman of one of the mills, 
C. A, Cole, carpenter of the works. 
E. Jennings. 
H.O. Bntler. 
Two boys namefl Marshall. 
Injured: J. NelEon.

0. Miller. 
The first heavy ehock Irom the ex- 


plosion was felt for many miles around 
and waa nnic.kly followed by two lighter 
Bhouke. 
The emoke from the works 


arose in such dense volumes that it was 
impossible for a time to perceive the ex- 
tout of the darnace that had been 
caused by the explosion. It waa re- 
ported that the fire waa epreadiuu and 
that tlie magazine was in imminent 
danger.

Extraordinary 
proiiautiona bad been taken to prevenl 
trencher? and no well-informed man en< 
tertnine tbo opinion that the accident 
waa thw work of a Spanish spy as was 
at first eaugestBtl. It is not though' 
that the explosion will interfere will 
tho manufacture of smokeless powder 
for tin1 government, Tim fire is now 
under control and all immediate danger 
Is passed. None of the plants used in 
making powder for tho fullilltnetit ot the 
government contracts are injured. In 
addition to the gun cotton plant most o 
the cottage occupied by tho employ* 
were bnrned, tbia comp-ioinc the prop 
erty lose, a financial estimate of whicl 
cannot be made tonight.

Colonel Jones, the president of the 


proposed Monterey and Fresno road, 
met with, the Committee ol Tea on 
rights of way at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, and after a number of direct 
questions were sakcd the promoter of 
the project, a resolution wan adopted by 
which tho committee agreed to ueo their 
baat endeavors to secure the rights of 
way as soon ae Colonel Jonea WUB iu c, 
position to BO ahoad with tho road. 


That waa tmtiBfactory to Colonel Jonee, 


and the committee will have nothing 
further to do now until Mr. James, the 
engineer who has been here examining 
into the project, makes bis report to his 
London principals and Colonel Joaaa ia 
ready to divulge his backing BUI! pro- 
cess with the construction of the Hue. 


COLONKI. JONKB' POSITION, 


Colonel Joiiea explained his position 


to the committee. Atating that ho had a 
contract with 'a London banking house, 
made through their .New York represen- 
tative, whereby the-money would be ad- 
vanced for the construction of the road 
should Mr. James' report be favorable.

ONU MAN HAS AN INK UNO. 


The Colonel stated, a bit ahuply, that 


he w»j not askinff for the delivery of 
deede of lease unlimited, but nmtly for 
rigbte of way ia the event of the build- 
ing of the road, In which case the 
grantnra were perfectly eafe. If tho 
road w»a not built they would be out 
nothing. The speaker aUted that there 
wae one tn«n in California, and one 
man only, that knew he hnnn« in New 
York through which he was dealing 
with the London cipitftlleta, and that 
one man WAS Dr. Thomaa Flint, who has 
been bio main support in the whole en- 
terprise. Even he did not know who 
the London people were. The Colonel 
went OD to eay that be had made ia* 
quiry about Mr. James and knew that 
that manner of man would not be en- 
gaged in anything that waa not genuine.

"What form of. deed do you deaire?" 


was asked, 


"Mr. James' principals are willing to

It might ba impossible 
to obtain the rights of way at a reason 
able figure, and the position of the com< 
mittee might ba taken advantage of. 
Colonel Jones anowered that he did not 
deaire that tho committee should place 
themselves in «ny position where they 
could be held legally to furnish the 
rights of way under any circumstance. 
He said they could put it on a contin- 
gency, or give bim an approximate aa- 
an ranee. All he desired wafl something 
that would convince the backers of the 
road that the rights of way would be 
forthcoming aa soon as the road needed 
them. 


SOT AS fl. P, BCIIKME. 


In the course of his conversation with 


the committee Colonel Jones said that 
L. L. Cory waa his solicitor in this city, 
and Mr.Hodgkin aaked him point blank 
whether or not his proposed road was a 
Southern Pacific scheme. Mr. Hodgkln 
•tftteil that it wae a well known fact that 
Mr. Cory was tho local attorney for the 
Sonthefn Pacific, and that it looked 
strange that Mr. Cory ahould be Jones' 
attorney\here. 


Colonel Jonea replied deliberately that 


he was glad that question had been 
aakod. He explained that when ho wne 
here before ho made inquiry aa to R cor- 


% poration attorney, anil he waa referred 


to Mr. Cory. Upon meotina the gentle- 
man he wata iarprieed to learn that they 
were old otndeats of Princeton college.

mate conditions throughout thn state 
for the week ending April 25th: 


The d roniibt continue 9 in California. 


Like the preceding week the total rain- 
fall reported Irom tho various weather 
bureau stations was but .02 inches, 
which fell at Eureka. The weekly de- 
ficiency varies from ei^ht tenths of an 
inch at Eureka to a quarter of an inch 
at Fresno and Los Au^e!"- 


At Sacrauionto the wt-ekly deficiency 


ia half an inch. The absence of oven 
moderate lato opting rain completed the 
damage beeim earlier in the season. In 
the interior of the state Hie temperature 
has averaged from three to tivt* degiees 
above normal. Alonn the central and 
northern coast it hue been aboutnonual, 
and in Southern California about four 
degrees above the normal. Aa prev- 
iously reported, grain and hay show the 
effect of the continued dry weather, and 
in most sections are beyond recovery. 


It haa t-een necessary in the various 


sections of the lower coast to ship away 
cattle and horses. Fruit IB doing fairly 
well, but orcharde must be irrigated. In 
the Santa Clara Valley the pumpa are 
going day and night. Grapes are niak- 
inK Rood growth. Thrips are reported 
near Freeno. 
Cherries Are ripening 


rapidly. Prunes promise well and pears 
are doing finely. 


A CENT A MILE 


Will be the Rate for Conveying 


Troops to Rendezvous. 


CHICAGO, April 26.—The executive 


committee of the Western Passenger 
Association met today for the purpose of 
establishing a rate to be charged the 
government for tho transportation pf 
trocpe. 
There *M a general feeiiug 


that the rate should bo 2 cents per mile, 
as that was what was paid by the gov- 
ernment during the civil war.

states 1 cent per mile for transporting 
the etate trpopa to their annual encamp- 
ments aud it was thought that it migtit 
have an unpatriotic appearance if the 
roade, now that war has been declared, 
should charge more than this lor carry- 
ing the troops to the front.

the subjoined communication Irom Oon- 
^resemRn 0. H. Oftfltle which throwa 
additional lixlit upon tho recent order 
allowing the entrnnce of cheep into the 
Joreet reiervntionfl of tiie Sierra Nova- 
d»e. The Ooogreeam«n aays: 


Inasmuch BB there hao been coneiJer- 


able mivaoderatandiDK concerning the 
recent order promulgated by the Inis- 
rior Department which allowed the en- 
trance of sheep into the Sierra Forest 
Reierve under certain restrictione, I 
Bend yon herewith a copy of an official 
letter from OommieaioDer Hermann to 
Mr. B. F. Allen, tbeopecial forest agent, 
which letter ifl self-explanatory. 


"SiR—In response to a telegram from 


you and Hon. Stephen M. White, 
United States Senator, of the 
9th 


ultimo, the Secretary of the Interior 


. telegraphed you on the 10th ultimo aa 


follows: 
" 'You are authorized inpreeentemer- 


gency to permit sheep to be driven to 
lande of parties holding euuh within 
forest reservations, under each regula- 
tions na yon may devise that ehall mini- 
mize the danger. 
Guard 
especially 


against fire.' 


"Thia waa in response to representa- 


tions of critical condition!) of affaira in 
Oalifornia, due to an unuBual drought 
during the past winter which lias re- 
duced the pasturage to each an extent 
ae to make it imperatively necessary, an 
it is claiuiud, that sheep be permitted to 
enter the mountain ranges in the forest 
reservations for summer pasturage to 
obviate their destruction from etarva' 
tion. 


"In carrying out the directions of the 


secretary, you will prevent ae far as pos- 
sible, the pasturage of sheep on public 
lands in the reservations on tbelr drives 
to tbe private lands of the sheep own 
era, where they are euppoeed to graze. 
You will make all owners fully aware of 
this requirement, and that they will tie 
held to a strict accountability for its ob- 
aervance, and any damage that may be 
done the public lands or public property 
by their sheep or their employes. They 
will also be expected to use every effort 
to prevent forest fires and to assist in 
the extermination of any that may be 
etaited. 


"You will also prevent aa far as pos- 


sible, tbe grazing of sheep in localities 
where the water supply of towna or vil- 
lages ia apt to be polluted by tbe prei 
ence of tbe flheep. 


"80 far as can be ascertained from 


communications received from you and 
from other sources, the deaire to drive 
eheep through the reserves to private 
pasturage seems to be confined to tbe 
Sierra and 8 taniaUm forest reservations 
•nd consequently the Secretary's order 
will be held to apply only to thoae two 
reservations until I can hear from you to 
the contrary. It is Important that no 
aheep be allowed to be driven or pas- 
tured on the public lands in the re- 
serves in Southern California, in view ol 
the constant protests against their pres- 
ence there, and only the moat argent 
necessity should cause any change in 
this policy.

there never wae nor IB there now any 
rale prohibit!ns cattle grazing in the 
forest reserves. Rule 13 of the rules and 
regulations approved June 4,1897, is as 
follows:

not be interfered with, so long aa it ftp 
paars that injury is not being done to 
ihe forest growth, and the rights o 
othera are not thereby jeopardized. The 
paituriog of sheep is, however, pro 
hlbited in all forest reservations."

They are all in- 
ernn) revenue war taxes that can be 
ollccted by the existing internal rev- 
nue olHciale, slightly increased, with a 
nail additional expense, and with the 
ninimum disturbance of

,hough they are All taxes which are un- 
welcome, aud It would not have been 
neueBBary to impose if war had been 
avoided. 
"Wliile all of the additional taxes are 


war taxes which would bo naturally re- 
tealed or modified when the necessities 
of war anil tho payment of war ex- 
penses have ceased, yet it is Impoaaibl- 
low to place a limit on them, not onle 
or thu reason that no one can Intelliy 


RRfitlf forecast Ui» length of th» war, 
but flleo for the reason that war always 
bfintta a train of e&traordinarj expendi- 
tures which do not terminate with the 
close of the actual hostilities It in evi- 
dent that it will be necessary, in order 
to maintain tbe public credit, not only 
to raise tbe additional revenue provided 
by the accompanying bill, but also to 
authorize tbe secretary of the treasury 
to borrow on the credit of tbe govern* 
ment from time to time aa tbe public 
necessities will require. 


"We have given, therefore, authority 


to issue and sell, not exceeding $500,- 
000,000 of ten-twenty three per cent coin 
bonds to be offered aa a popular loan, 
believing, as wo do, that such a bond 
will be taken from time to time by the 
masses of the people. AVe have issued 
tbe following years aa tbe period on 
which the bonds ieeued may be redeemed 
at tbe pleasure of the United States, not 
only hecBUBo we regard it necessary to 
do this in order to eecure subscriptions 
at par for the latter issue, but aUo be- 
caoee the fact that the $100,000,000 five 
per cent loan of 1904 and the large four 
[>er cent loan of 1907 would inevitably be 
paid cr refunded by tbe government be-

"In view of the fact that it will be

TUB MINOIHTV SUBSTITUTE, 


WASHINGTON, April 20. — At the meet- 


ng of the waj'B and means committee 
oday Mr. Bailey, on behalf of tho 
Democratic minority, offered the substi- 
tute agreed upon by them for tho propo- 
sition in the bill authorizing the issue of 
$500,000000 coin bonds. It provided 
for an income of 3 per cent on incomes 
from all sources in excess of $2000. 
State, county and municipal bonds, 
however, were excepted from its provis- 
ion to meet the unanimous decision of 
the supreme court in this roapect.
